At 8 pm last night, in reply 
to a call concerning the^Plumb- 
erj' Pot, from^SCpFFp'Cb' secret 
Arts and Science organizolion, 
this reporter went to the Allan 
Memorial Gales at .the comer 
of Pine and Peel to rendez- 
vous with them.

Festival features folksongs 



Tomorrow ol 8 pm, Moyse Hall will be the 
scene of the First International Folk-Singing 
Festival and Fashion Show. 

More, than twenty national groups will present 
their folk sonss and national dress in an attempt 
to communicate the qiirit of International brother- 
hood and elicit an understanding of the socio<ull- 
ural backcrounds of each country. 

Almost all national groups on campus, as well 
as some off -campus groups, are participating in the 
programme. The "Cosmopolis" of the University of 
Montreal, for example will feature Cambodian folk 
songs and national dress. 

Thç Fashion Show, co-produced by Susan Baxt 
and Edyth Kuper, will be divided into three acts. 
Act two will be devoted exclusively to the North 
American nationalities including the Canadian and 
Eskimo presentations, while the other two acts will 
depict countries around Uie world. ' 

The countries to be represented In the pro- 
gram are : the West Indies, Japan, Poland, Middle 
,East, Pakistan, Israel, Italy, Germany, Canada, 
Chffîa,'tire Ukraine, Burma and Ceylon, Cambodia, 
Malaysia, Latin American , countries, and India. 

-Hie Fashion Parade. will be preceded or fol- 
lowed by folic songs, dther modem or ancient, of 
each country. The songs will be presented by dioirs, 
trios, individoal acts; Tlie folk-slngbig is sponsor- 
ed by the Folk Music Society.

The Fashion Show will not be a presentation of 
new fashions accompanied by a description of the 
material used and the procesMS involved in making 
the particuhir dress. 

Instead, it will present the national dress of 
the various countries with an cxphination of their 
historical-cultural backgrounds, tlie .'.customs and 
traditions involved, and the occasions when they 
are used. 

There will be two commentators who will ex- 
plain these for each country. The co-producers thus 
hope to present and explain the customs and tradi- 
tions of the East to the Western audience and vice- 
versa. 

One significant . feature of the program has 
been the eagerness to participate and the .OMpij;»- 
Uon shown .by. all the national groups infbeliHtaE 
to make this program possible^ llorcover, 'the co- 
producers feci tlut there lus btéa a genuine effort 
at understanding. They.' have been "very friendly 
and extremely co-opcrative"'and working with them 
has béen an "extivmely valuable experience," 

Another notable aspect;of this programme is 
the participation of male ' students in the Fashion 
Show. It will be "interesting to know that this 
Fashion Show is not an all-women affahr." The men 
will also display their national dress.

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On electoral bylaws 

With SEC elections for Faculty representa- 
tives over for another year, the Daily can 
discuss the issues and implications of the 
campaign without violating, regulations 
which forbid us to take a partisan stand. 

Two primary problems which came to our 
oilention during the campaign were the 
difficulty a candidate encounters in trying 
io present his opinions to more than a small 
portion of his potential electors, and his 
difficulty in counteracting misrepresentation 
and allegations made against him during 
the course of the campaign. 

We do not propose' to discuss the specific 
rights and wrongs of a whisper campaign 
which was brought to Council's attention 
this year. But the incident did show that 
council is either unable, or unwilling, to deal 
with charges of this type. The constitution 
has no provisions, no specific clause, under 
which an offender con be, charged. 

Nor do we intend to discuss in detail the 
• thinness of many of the platforms, the 



quality of some of the paper tigers created, 
or the unerring ability of many candidates 
to seize upon every^çllchéd issue except the 
sanctity of motherhood. 

The solution, we feel, is to broaden the 
electoral bylaws. We submit the following 
methods of dealing with the problems cited 
a.bove. 

• Limited handbill facilities should be 
provided by the Students' Society for the 
candidates. They would then have a chance 
to discuss their platforms at greater length 
than the Daily pensketches permit, and in- 
dividual differences would become more obr 
vious. They would also be able to respond 
to issues and charges which arise late in the 
campaign, when the Dally pensketches are 
already set. 

• In the same vein, the Dally might pro-, 
vide one issue as a forum for the candidates, 
who would be required to answer any ques- 
tions put to them. This service is already in 
effect for Presidential election campaigns. 

• There might also be a compulsory final 
meeting in the union the day before the 
election. Candidates could state their final 



platforms and answer charges and ques- 
tions. This, and the foruni in the Daily, would 
.solve one problem cotYimon to most candi- 
dates of constructing a sensible, pertinent 
platform before they have become involved 
enough In the 'campus political scenè to have 
any but a superficial idea of necessary re- 
forms. By the end of the campaign, the 
issues are considerably clarified. 

• Campaign committees should be iden- 
tified by name. We can think of no logical 
reason why students should be unwilling to 
Identify themselves as supporting a particu- 
lar candidate, and such identification- might 
curb some of the abuses that hove been 
carried out by committees in past campaigns , 
under cover of anonymity. 

• Council should establish a committee 
to deal with any reported "abuses", rather 
than refusing to take action because there 
is no specific bylaw or body to deal with 
such abuses. 

• The Dally should be able to print 
letters on the campaign and issues, but not 
to take editorial stands. Or It could be per- 
mitted to discuss the issues in editorials, 
without involving personalities.. 

If the bylaws ore amènclè'd,^^We feel they 
can only raise the general level of the can- 
didates and campaigns, and ultimately the 
Council itself. Students would have a more 
valid basis on which to make their choice, 
and the sheep could be more effectively 
separated from the goats among the con- 
didatesl Thè Increased exposure -would 
mean that we would be voting for indi- 
viduals, rather than campaigns dreamed up 
by campaign managers, and photographs. 
Council's reputation has been higher in the 
past than It Is at present, and a vote by an 
Informed electorate would work toward 
restoring their respect — and their ability.

"The Evolution of Confedera- 
tion sinc/e 1867" was described 
by Professor Michel Srunet 
(University. ;of Montreal) who 
indlc«tedj^ej^nMjorj,ti«nds of 
dêeèntirailation^ndicehtralixa- 
tion in Canada's constitutional 
development. Though criticized 
for his impersonal view of his- 
torical forces shaping our evo- 
lution, Brunei was thorough 
and lucid in this analysis and 
his explanation of how French 
Canadians had developed a 
nationalism in a Quebec con- 
text rather than on a Canadian 
scale. 

. With . this . background . . and - 
the views of the Federal Minis^ 
ter of Forestry, Mr. Sauvée the 
Conference plunged into con- 
siderations of present pro- 
blems. 

In an address entitled "Whi- , 
ther Confederation". Pro/çssot- ' 
D.V. 'Smiley emphasized {. that 
-the present cbhsUtutional strain., 
' Is motivated °:byL the Quebec re- 
volutiori;|deinpcratte, -socialistic 
and nationalistic in scope, that 
the independence of Quebec 
within the next decade must 
be regarded as very much of 
a possibility and that since En- 
glish and French Canadians are 
destined to share half a con- 
tinent we must have some pat- 
tern of relations, 

• : Smiley also stressed that 
- since Confederation as it has 
evolved to today, suits English 
speaking Canadians better than 
the. French it is the English 
who will have to make most of 



the concessions, though any 
long run equilibrium will have 
to be tolerable to both. 

Though taken to task for his '

Consequently French Canadians 
speak - more and more of Que- 
bec as their national state 
through which necessary social 
changes may be accomplished 
and have also developed a 
quasi unanimity that substantial 
modifications in the Canadian 
constitutional structure are 
.necessary. ■

If Canada is to survive, lÀ- 
ger affirmed that it must adopt, 
a Federal Formula as soon 'as 
possible with ■ special status 
for Quebec- tb'!i«atisfy/;Jier- na-.

the English Canadiaii Provinces 
to operate by a system of co-. 
operative ' federalism. Whether 



arrived at by a constitutional 
conference and referendum or 
the progressive development of 
the autonomy of Quebec, this 
system was necessary to give 
Quebec her. minimum needs, 
jurisdiction in education, cul- 
ture, social security, economic 
expansion, Immigration and 
external relations in the fields 
of education,' cultiire, scientific 
research and private law. 

The final speaker Professor 
W.L. Morton (University of 
Manitoba) was of the opinion 
that constitutional changés 
should be expressed in the form 
of a duality of culture and a 
federalism ..of power. His views 
•were; oh the whole' based too 
much on sentiment.' and out of 
touch with the "new' genera-' 
tion".- English- Canadian, dele- 
gates severely criticised his al- 
lusion to the possibility of force 
to protect Canadian unity.

Laporte concluded the addresises 
at - a Provincial . Banqiiet ;at 
which he fpplntgi^outXth^^^

Dear Literary Editor, 

In tlie little squabble between Irving Layton and myself, 
therê is one cardinal fact which should have the limelight. Despite 
being approached by the McCJill Letters Club, the McGill Debating 
Society as well as myself, he refuses to debate on any subject 
whatsoever. He has been offered the choice of a large number, . 
which he has not only rejected, but refuses to suggest one himself. 

Having stated this cardinal fact, I return to my cardinal idea 
as to the actual reason he refuses. Last time 1 spolce of his 
"piddling power for argumentation"; this time I drop all euphe- 
mism and call him plain stupid. I mean to give evidence for saying 
this, and not just fall back on his own manner of malting accusa- 
tions without backing them up. . 

A more or-lcss formal debate is something he just can't face 
up to. because the other man necessarily has his say and is not. 
just shouted down as may happen in a panel discussion. Laylon 
is not a veteran of debates, but b£ solo harangues and panel 
discussions. 

In his letter printed in the Vailv, he acknowledges there is a 
small' percentage of professors qualified to judge poetry. Though 
95% might be "more honestly employed cleaning toilets",- the 
other 5'/n has his "unqualified praise". He dumps me in. with the , 
toilet cleaners, which Is fine, because such activities teach humility, 
wliich is a precious virtue. But what are his criteria for a proper 
critic, since he is so confident that he knows who is good and who 
isn't? 

The one principle of condemnation he has for me as critic is 
that I preach "poetry can be reduced- to a set ot arguable proposi- 
tions". I have never said that, and certainly did not treat Mayne's 
poetry purely in such terms. I do maintain that ideas, values, are 
an important element in poetry, and he admits as much in denying 
that the only value-he celebrates in his. poetry is sex. "I simply- 
told him he was nuts", he says with; regard to the accusation 
about this I made when speaking to him. ' 

My prime- principle in criticism is that thought must at the 
very least not l>e absurd and, should it be, technique is not worth 
analysing, because there is no value in saying well something 
that is merely ridiculous. If the thought is tenable, then we do 
pay attention "to technique, a great deal. 

To demonstrate how I deal with a poem, I'll write about one 
of his belter-known poems, "Elegy for Marilyn Monroe". The 
first half of the poem is an attack on American society as being 
the cause of her death. If tlic attack is full of penetrating wit, 
fine; if not, bad. The first point is that it is the sign of a national 
dilemma Hemingway and she committing suicide in consecutive 
years, and the poet wondcr.s why there is no committee "to 
investigate the high rate of suicide" of such sensitive people. 
Yet anyone not totally naive knows that the reasons for their 
respective deaths were entirely different. He speaks of some 
mysterious "Zfactor" in society as "invisible as halitosis" which 
is the common root cause. In Hemingway's case he could have 
spoken of Zeitgeist-factor, because Hemingway's suicide, if his 
death was one, was in accord wltli principles formulated in the 
twenties in Paris. If you could not live the life of a man because 
of decrepitude, you should end life. Marilyn i.Monroe died from 
a Family-factor, • the suicide investigation committee's evidence 
strongly indicated. Because uf living in early years in conditions 
brought on by a broken famil.v, she was a suicide risk from the. 
start; Crhe poet could have attacked the decay of American 
family life, very much linked t» /act to sexual promiscuity.) Thus 
the commentary on American society Is not witty but absurd, 
not penetrating but bludgeoning. 

As to celebrating Marilyn Monroe in the rest of the poem 
as "Earth Goddess"', that is a perfectly good and even wonderful 
idea. So we are keen to sec the words used, the images evoked. 
What we actually have are expressions such as "magnificent blond 
hair", "your wiggle and your crazy laugit", "tlie unique fever in 
your form and face". Such banal language gives none of the 
dynamism you'd expect in an earth goddess, none of the wondrous 
multitudinous gestures Marilyn actually had in her répertoire, 
e.g. drinking champagne, which she could do like no one else. 
'., Tlius Avhat stands out. in the poem is a severe and naive 
condemnation of the motives of "Two hundred million X-Laxed 
Americans"., This blanket condemnation of the motives of others, 
while praising absolutely one's own ("One poet at least will 
remember / your brightness"),- is, as I bave pointed out before, 
a roajady in poetry which only psychiatric treatniçnt . can cure, 
andj^wbuld quite seriously suggest that the poet see a psychiitirist. 
'^iPl^i^ton persists in affirming that he knows .what Jiterary 
criticism is, then let him show it Let him quarrel' with?,>jr h4^^ 
have said above,- — In terms of : general principles of : drttte^mj^ 
if he 'doesn't want to. talk^boiit ^is own poetry. Better -still,'' let 
him show his critical prowess'bl^makin'g some'inteliigent, however 
damning, commentary aboùt ahothe^poèm'I submit to. the,i)anv. 
Let him damn it with wit'ahd'not>Just with stupid abuse aï he 
did with others I submitted, calling them "execrable , versed that 
should have been left lying in their soiled drawers"'. Let'' him at 
least say something about the poetry, instead of something which 
has nothing to do with it. 

I am an.\iou.s to learn of his criteria for a critic, just what it 

Is that makes you belong to the precious 5%. He told me he 
admires Desmond Pacey and Milton Wilson, and I am. trusting 
- it'is just a coincidence that they are fans of his poetry.

The axiom ihot the first place 
finishers in ony sport load the 
post-season all-star teams 
teams afloln held true yester- 
doy when the 1964 Senior In- 
tercollegiate All-Star Team was 
revealed. League champions, 
the Queen's Golden Gaels, 
placed no less than eleven 
men, six on offence and five 
on defence, on the annual 
"dream team". 

Eric Walter, who led the Red- 
men offensively the past season, 
learn captain Don Taylor, and 
lineman Dick Feidler were the 
only members of the second 
place finishing McGill team to 
cam all-star recognition. Walter 
nailed down a berth in the offen- 
sive backfield, Feidler at defen- 
sive end, while Taylor got the 
nod at both orfen.<;ive end and at 
defensive halfback. 

Third place finishers this past 
season, the University of Toronto 
Bluea>fared even worse than' did 
the Rcdmen as they only garner- 
ed two positions, one on both 
the offensive and defensive 
teams, while the Western Mus- 
tangs who dropped into the 
league basement in '64, placed a 
disproportionate eight men on 
the team selected by sports- 
writers, broadcasters and coaches 
in the four league cities. 

Don Taylor's selection to cither 
team came as quilc a surprise 
to some observers due to the 



fact Dial over the season team- 
male Jim Dickie was more im- 
pressive at end and also because 
Taylor saw little more than one 
game's action in the defensive 
backfield.
